BOWMAN TALKS. 


He Did Not Inform Capt. Bent of Jao. G. 
Priest’s Connection With the Insurance 
Scheme—A Spicy Letter. 
The following open letter 

dressed by Frank J. Bowman to 

Bent:

ST. Louis, December 3, 1879. 
Capt. Silas Bent: 

DEAR SIn—If you will refresh your 
tion by reference to your own letters and the 
written communications received from me at 
the time, you will, I think, agree with me in 
saving that 1 never mentioned tO you the name 
of Mr. Jno. G. Priest as one of the parties lia- 
ble for funds of the St. Louis Mutual improper- 
ly used. 

You are correct in saying that I first gave you 
information as to Judge Wilbur F. Boyle’s dis- 
creditable connection with that matter, and as 
to your reluctance to then believe that it could 
be possible that Judge LBoyle was guilty of so 
serious an Offense. You will reeall that I ex- 
plained to you my reasons for believing that 
Judge Boyle was induced to render his unright- 
eous judgment of disbarment against me in 
order to protect himself and parties 
engaged in my prosecution from the 
proceedings, which, but forthat judgment, it 
would have been my duty, as yourthen attor- 
ney, tobaye instituted against him and his 
guiity associates. 

Judge Boyle’s most intimate friends and ad- 
mirers, if such be has any remaining, will find 
it difficult to explain in the light of recent 
developments, why he refussd to entertain 
the request ot eleven of the twelve intelligent 
jurymen, who, forced so to do by his in- 
structions, returned a yerdict adverseto me, 
with arcquest signed by eleven of the twelve 
that no judgment except for costs 
should be rendered = against me anc 
after himself declaring that **neither 
of the charges against the respondent consti 
tute under the lawa cCcrimnal Offence,’’ pro- 
ceeded to render a judgment, the most severe 
known to the law forthe punishment of the 
highest oftense. Of Judge Boyle's own guilt, 
and bis liability to make restitution, I then as- 
sured you there was no doubt; and this he has 
been forced to admit to shield himself and co- 
conspirators from even worse exposure. 
But upon reflection I am  satistied 


recollec- 


that you will concur with me in 
saying that I have never expressed 
the opinion that Mr. John G. Priest was legally 
liable on account of any participation in the 
reinsurance scheme; onthe contrary I have 
entertained the opinion and still believe that 
he cannot be legully held responsible there- 
for, for asl understand the matter neither Mr. 
Priest nor Mr. Wyman ever received any of the 
property of the St. — Mutual Life Insur- 
unce Company. They received only the private 
property of Mr. Chis + Aa Hi. Peck, that he haa 
previously derived from other sources, 
and deposited for their use weeks before Mr. 
eck had himself received any of the tunds of 
the company; as to whether this changes the 
moral agpect of the case may be questionable, 
Lutit certainly, in my judgment, affects the 
question of legal liability, andif you will re- 
fresh your recollection you will recall that the 
suggestion to bring suit against Mr. Priest 
was made byJohn M. Glover, Esq., and not 
myself, and shuuld the suit succeed, 
as it may-—tor while the law is certain, nothing 
is more uncertain than its administration—Mr. 
Glover, together with Col. Gantt, are entitied 
to the full credit therefor, and this Il take ovca- 
sion to say before the causeis argued or detere- 
mined.
